being abſo.utely Dead ; the other ſo near death, that they 
bad 
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-had much ado to bring her 50 Life, and ſhe continues ſtill 
ſo weak, that Phyſitians dare not yer promiſe her Reca- 
very : But as forthe other two, their ſouls had eaken legve 
of their bodys till the ReſurreRion, nor could all che are 
or meansthat could poſſibly be uſed, recal them to the 
forſaken clay, We would not willingly blot any perſoas 
memory with our Ink, let theſe poor Creatures reſt in 
their untimely Graves, yetgive us leave from hence, to 
caution and adviſe others yet living, how they triflle away 
any part of a Sabbath.
